It is regarded here as significant that 
the three aspirants for the Democratic 
presidential nomination this year, who 
have come naturally to the front and 
are most prominently in the public eye, 
are all from the same school of thought. 
They all claim, and their foilowers 
claim for them, that the overwhelming 
majority of Democrats dn the country 
favor a return to the fundamental Jef- 
fersonian principles upon which their 
party was founded. They all advocate 
applying the brakes to the ever-increas- 
ing absorbtion by the Federal Govern- 
ment of the powers vested in the States 
and rights until recently guaranteed to 
the individual citizen. 

Therefore, it is suggested, Gov. Altrea 
E. Smith of New York, Senator James 
A. Reed, of Missouri, and Gov. Albert 
C. Ritchie of Maryland each represent 
not only a candidate for the nomina- 
tion, but a red-hot, burning issue for 
the coming battle in November. 

Those among the Democrats who 
claim that so far there is no candidate 
and no issue and who propose to manu- 
facture both on paper between now and 
next sunimer are admittedly disap- 
pointed by the trend of events and 
maintain that it is too early to fore- 
cast what may happen between now 
and convention time. 


Must Bestir Selves to Win. 


But it is pretty generally conceded 
by this time that if the pariicular 
Democratic cliques which do not look 
kindly on the Smith-Reed-Ritchie com- 
bination propose to have rival entries 
in the race they will have to bestir 
themselves or their entries will be 
finally and definitely left at the post, 

Ritchie of Maryland occupies the 
same sort of strategic position that 
Jim Reed holds. Both are, in a sense, 
understudies for All Smith and only 
figure seriously in tke event that Gov 
Smith is not nominated. Neither Gov. 
Ritchie nor his friends entertain any 
false hopes as to what would happen 
in the event of a Kilkenny cat fight 
at the coming convention resulting in 
barring Smith on religious grounds. 

They realize that in such an event 
the nomination. in 1928 as well as in 
1932 would not be worth having. But 
supporters of the Maryland Governor 
Claim that the strength of Ritchie and 
the possibility of his nomination wlll 
be far greater than generaly understood 
in case the wheels of fortune should 
make it necessary for the vast army of 
Smith followers and the Governor of 
the Empire State himself to willingly 
and whoseheartedly ‘seek the nomina- 
tion. of an understudy of their own 
choice.

In the Smith-Reed-Ritchie trium- 
virate Smith’s demonstrated executive 
ability and record of achievement are 
regarded as living examples of how 
true democratic principles should be 
and can be applied, but the basic 
principles involved have never been 
expounded for the benefit of the peo- 
ple, as the New York Governor has 
never been an adept in analyzing or 
explaining general principles of any 
_kind. 

Jim Reed, in the Senate and in his 
campaigns in Missouri, has admittedly 
become one of the leading champions 
of the very principles now at issue, but 
has not been in a position where his 
ability to execute them could be sub- 
mitted to the acid test. 

Ritchie has had the opportunity of 
both expounding and applying the 
principles. It is true that the practi- 
cal application has been limited to the 
State of Maryland, but in sounding the 
call. in defense of these principles 
Ritchie already has attracted nation- 
wide attention and incidentally has 
probably done more to definitely focus 
the country’s attention on a sharply 
drawn issue than any other Democrat, 
with the exception of Gov. Smith. 

Ritchie does not mince words in ex- 
plaining precisely and in unmistakable 
terms what he conceives the outstand-

MERCURY SINKS TO 13 


Temperature Falls to New 
Low for Winter. 


Ushering in the New Year with 
cold wave extending over the entire 
eastern half of the United States, icy 
blasts sent the mercury to 13 degrees, 
a new low point for the winter, record- 
ed at the Weather Bureau at 10 o’clock 
last night. The fall of the mercury, 
maintaining the schedule set by Weath- 
er Bureau forecasters, will continue 
until it hovers at the 8 or 10 mark early 
this morning. 

The average mean temperature for a 
period of 33 years past is cpiculated at 
28 degrees, which marks yesterday as 
one of the coldest New Year days on 
record. The cold snap will extend to 
the Gulf of Mexico in Florida, where 
it is expected to wreak havoc on crops 


Storm warnings have been displayed 
along the Atlantic Coast from Sandy 
Hook to Eastport, Me. where gales 
menaced shipping.

Officials of the United States Employ- 
ment Service are optimistic in their 
views regarding the employment situ- 
ation throughout the United States for 
1928, according to their annual fore- 
cast made public yesterday. They pre- 
dict great prosperity and satisfactory 
employment conditions generally. 

The prospects for steady employment 
of unskilled labor in the District of 
Columbia are particularly bright, offi- 
clals state. Considerable road con- 
struction is planned in this vicinity, 
which, with municipal improvements 
in Washington nd the demands for 
labor for railroad activities should pro- 
vide continued work for this class of 
labor, Officials stated. The Federal 
Government’s $50,000,000 building pro- 
gram, now under way, also is expected 
to provide much employment for those 
in the building trades. 

A surplus of clerical labor, now prev- 
alent in Washington, is expected to 
continue for some time, according to 
the report. However, this condition is 
caused principally by the lack of in- 
crease in Government personnel and 
the large number of college students 
seeking positions in connection with 
the pursuance of their studies.

URGED BY FREEMAN 


Bishop of Washington Sends 
Radio Greetings at 
Chapel Service. 


The finest philosophy of life, said the 
Right Rev. James E. Freeman, Episcopal 
Bishop of Washington, in his New Year's 
sermon at Bethlehem Chapel of Wash- 
ington Cathedral yesterday, is that 
which believes always in the ultimate 
good in humanity. 

The bishop expressed his belief that 
there was hope for every human being 
no matter how warped from the divine 
and that such persons could be re- 
deemed. Bishop Freeman prefaced his 
formal sermon with a cordial New Year’s 
greeting to the hundreds of thousands 
of his invisible audience who listen to 
him every Sunday over the radio. 

“Parents need to use judgment in 
dealing with their children,” continued 
the bishop; “there is a grave’ respon- 
sibility resting upon them for the proper 
upbuilding of their children’s characters 
and too often have I] seen lives that 
began with bright promise and enthu- 
siasm end in disaster because of what 
might be called ‘manhandling’ on the 
part of parents and others charged with 
the instruction of these human beinzs 
when they were children.

Jones, jr., chairman of the. board of 
directors of the Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Corporation, died at his home 
here today. Mr. Jones had been il) 
less than two weeks. The corporation 
of which Mr. Jones was the dorainating 
head is the second largest independent 
steel company in the country. It was 
founded by his father, the late B. F. 
Jones, and has been in the steel busi- 
ness here for more than three-quarters 
of a century. 

Mr. Jones in 1891 entered the em- 
ploy of Jones & Laughlin, the name 
of the concern at that time, as treas- 
urer and member of the board of man- 
mrers. He later became presiden. of the 
company and held that office until the 
organization of the Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Corporation in 1923. when he 
became chairman of the board. He was 
an outstanding figure in the steel in- 
dustry of America for more than a 
quarter of a century.

“Team work on the part of employers 
and employes is a very desirable thing, 
but before it can be a practical reality 
there must be a will to work together 
and a frank recognition of and respect 
for each other's rights,” Green’s mes- 
sage read. 

American living standards and na- 
tional prosperity can be fostered only 
through the maintenance of a high in- 
dustrial productivity level and a high 
and still higher mass purchasing power, 
Green declared.

M. Briand doubtless has good and 
sufficient reasons for expressing himself 
in this fashion in spite of his knowledge 
that a pact “‘to outlaw war” will never be 
signed by the United States. He has not 
only received repeated intimations that 
the United States will not attempt to 
“outlaw war,” but he is in possession of 


‘the preliminary draft of the proposed 


extension of the arbitration treaty which 
expires next February. This draft, drawn 
up in Washington, makes no mention of 
the outlawry or renunciation of war on 
the part of France and the United States. 

The attitude of President Coolidge and 
Secretary Kellogg is well known to M. 
Briand. They have no disposition to 
negotiate a treaty that would not meet 
the approval of the Senate. President 
Coolidge has already stated that the 
treaty-making power is unable to suspend 
or renounce the power of Congress to 


-—~wreclare war. The Senate has repeatedly 


demonstrated its unwillingness to consent 
to treaties which provide in a general 
way for arbitration of disputes. It has 
insisted that agreements to arbitrate 
specific disputes shall be drawn up in the 


form of treaties, to be passed upon by the 


Senate. 


These facts being as well known to M. | 


Briand as they are to Americans, it seems 
apparent that the French foreign minis- 
ter speaks to a European audience, for 
European reasons, when he insists that 
he expects the United States to enter 
into a treaty “outlawing war.” He 
evidently hopes:‘to reach some agreement 
with the United States that may be con- 
strued to be a bond of confidence, which, 
if not virtually constituting an alliance 
between the two governments, would at 
least convince Europe that France en- 
joyed the special friendship of the United 
States. Far-seeing statesman that he is, 
M. Briand may have calculated that a 
nation entering into such special rela- 


tions would not have the heart to impose 


onerous conditions upon the other party 


_in the matter of collecting war debts. 


While Americans entertain warm 
friendship for France, and recoil at the 
thought of a quarrel between the two 
countries, they would oppose any treaty 


attempting to single out France as the 
_ special friend of this country. They keep 


in mind Washington’s admonition: 

A passionate attachment of one nation 
for another produces a variety of evils. 
Sympathy for the favorite nation, facilitat- 
ing the illusion of an imaginary common 
interest where no real common interest 
exists, and infusing into one the enmities 
of the other, betrays the former into a 
participation in the quarrels and wars of 
the latter, without adequate inducement 
or justification. * * * Excessive par- 
tiality for one nation, and excessive dislike 
of another, cause those whom they actuate 
to see danger only on one side, and serve 
to veil and even to second the arts of in- 
fluence on the other. 


The United States desires to be the

the friendship of all if it should show 
excessive partiality for any. It will 
agree with all to set up obstacles to war, 
but it will not agree with any one never 
to resort to war under any circumstances.

CONGRESS, DON’T BE CHILDISH. 


President Nicholas Murray Butler, of Co- 
lumbia University, never does anything by 
halves. When he sees wet the Nation faces 
revolution. When he sees peace the air is 
filled with cooing doves, fluttering about the 
aureoled silk hats of corpulent diplomats en- 
gaged in loving embraces at Geneva. And 
when: Dr. Butler attacks Mars with the sharp 
point of a scrap of paper, that hulking giant 
blubbers like a baby and slinks into his lair. 

Now Dr. Butler comes out against an in- 
crease of the Navy. He tells a pacifist coterie 
of his worshipers in Chicago that he is ‘‘sur- 
prised’”’ and “profoundly amazed” at the au- 
dacity of the Navy Department in proposing a 
naval building program without his knowledge 
and consent. At a time like this, too, ‘‘when 
civilized nations are everywhere seeking ways 
and means to reduce their armaments!’ It 
is true that the British government notified the 
United States at the Geneva conference that 
the British navy must be increased to not less 
than 70 cruisers, but that was during the dog 
days of July. Since that time the 
building program for 1928 has been reduced 
by one cruiser. Dr, Butler can not see why 
Congress should be ‘asked to defy all that is 
best and highest in our public opinion” and to 
enter upon a naval policy that means ‘‘waste 
at home” and ‘a policy of threat abroad.”’

The change in the goal 
posts was attacked vigorously by many

The creators of rules appear, nevertheless, 
to believe the amendments they adopted will 
in time work out in an advantageous fashion. 
They have turned a deaf-ear to the suggestions 
that some of these be rescinded.

TEST OF THE BAUMES LAWS. 

Luther Sheeleigh Cressman, professor of 
sociology at New York University, contributes 
an article to the Review of Reviews in which 
he makes the assertion that the Baumes laws, 
providing that fourth time convicts of felony 
charges in New York State must be sentenced 
to life imprisonment, run counter to' American 
tradition. A single year is too short to test 
any social experiment, he admits; neverthe- 
less, the Baumes laws have been tested in a 
way and found wanting, in the English expe- 
rience of the-eighteenth century. There are 
indications that the American people, like the 
English 200 years ago, will refuse to prosecute 
when they believe the penalties too severe. 
Judges refuse to sentence or sentence under 
protest, and juries refuse to convict in the face 
of unmistakable evidence, or at least find the 
accused guilty of a less serious crime than 
the one charged. 

Like the English, says Prof. Cressman, 
America probably will find itself in a blind 
alley from which severe laws will not lead it. 
Tho only way out will be to return to the way

There are many evidences that Prof. Cress- 
man is right. Yet the fact must not be over- 
looked that the Baumes laws were originated in 
an emergency and after it was evident that 
scientific study and treatment of crime and 
criminals was not diminishing law breaking. 

New York, except for its criminal classes, 
has not wavered from its support of the 
Baumes laws. Recently the district attorneys 
of Bronx and Kings counties, parts of the 
metropolitan district, added their voices to 
those of the other district attorneys and indi- 
viduals who have commended the laws. 

It is generally admitted that in some respects 
the Baumes laws have proved too severe, This, 
however, is but natural in social experimenta- 
tion. From one extreme society is apt to bend 
to the other, but generally, in time, the happy 
medium is reached. Fault in the Baumes 
laws lies in the fact that they remove abso- 
lutely all discretionary power heretofore vested 
in the court. This is a factor that must be 
remedied, one which Gov. Smith has tackled in 
his recommendation that the sentencing power 
be withdrawn from the courts and vestd in a 
commission. The Baumes laws and other ha- 
bitual criminal acts demand further trial in 
New York and elsewhere. A country harassed 
beyond reason with crime is justified in what- 
ever means it adopts to discourage it.

found. 


We are having a deal of trouble over our school history texts. Most of our 
history texts today are long editorials by authors who seem bent upon expresss- 
ing opinion rather than stating facts. One thing that struck me forcibly, as I 
read this Post, was the freedom of its news columns from opinion and editorial- 
izing, which is so much in contrast with the modern history writer's works.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: It is 


amusing to read the opinion of self- 


appointed arbiters concerning what the 
rest of the Nation desires in regard to 
the 60-40 plan of the District of Co- 
lumbia. The East Coast thinks only of 
its own interest and quotes everything 
pertaining to its interest. The papers 
are full of ‘the right idea pertaining to . 


'the 60-40 plan, all the local bodies see 


that it is for their own interest to have 
the 60-40 plan become a 50-50 plan, 
but what is the real opinion of the na- 
tional taxpayer in regard to the same? 
The neighboring States have more 
than their just share of offices given 
to their citizens; the Western States 
are so far away that people can not 
afford to come to Washington to work 
and go home every year for a vacation 
because of the expense involved. 

Why should the national taxpayer 
pay $30,000,000 a year to operate a capi- 
tal, sometimes 3,000 miles away, that 
he rarely ever sees, and whose im- 
provements benefit only the people who 
live in the immediate vicinity to enjoy 
them? Spending $100,000,000 of na- 
tional taxpayers’ money to build new 
bulldings in a Capital City which ought 
to be behind the range of Appalachian 
Mountains!

Buying of Rails Continues and 
Pig Iron Is Sought by 
Auto Builders. 


WINTER WHEAT BOTH 
RETARDED AND HELPFUL 
Talk of Price War Again Is 
Heard in Motors Field: 
Car Loadings Drop. 


New York, Jan. 1 (A.P.).—Contem- 
plation of 1928 prospects occupied the 
minds of American business men dur- 
ing the mid-holiday week. A general 
feeling seemed to pervade commercial 
circles that, barring unforseen develop- 
ments, recent predictions of a prosper- 
ous year would be carried out. 

Meanwhile there were a few tangible 
indications of reviving industry. Steel, 
in particular, felt the impetus of in- 
creasing orders Buying of rails was 
continued by the large transportation 
systems, which also came into the mar- 
ket for locomotives and equipments 
benefiting not only the steel trade but 
the railway equipment industry. Last 
minute purchases of cars were suffi- 
ciently large to carry this year’s total 
Slightly above the record for 1926. 

Automobile makers also have in- 
creased their buying of pig iron, which 
is regarded as a forerunner of increas- 
ing production. At the moment, how- 
ever, the automotive industry was 
quiet, due to the taking of inventories 
and preparing for the 1928 schedule. 
Reports of an impending price war 
have been revived, accompanying pre- 
liminary announcements of new price 
lists to be made kncwn by manufactur- 
ers of some low-priced cars early this 
year. In this connection, also, there 
are reports of huge advertising cam- 
paigns now in course of preparation.

on the record made by the 1927 holiday 
trade, the majority report indicated 
larger buying than in the preceding 
December. Extremes of weather early 
in the month proved a complicating 
factor in the wearing apparel trade 
which ordinarily is at its best in the 
closing weeks of a year. The textile 
field reported some favorable develop- 
ments, and a gradual stiffening of 
prices. 

The continued shrinking otf car load- 
ings caused no acute uneasiness, as 
traffic movements in late December 
are expected to fall off. Merchandise 
loading and shipments of grain were 
somewhat above the figures for the 
corresvonding weeks of 1926. 

In the crops division, winter wheat 
was variously reported benefited and 
retarded by weather conditions, rain 
and snow being welcome in Kansas and 
northern Texas, while extreme cold 
further north had a retarding effect. 
Corn husking was practically completed 
in most sections of the belt, and the 
movement to market was the largest in 
five years or so. Wheat prices advanced 
in the face of a rather small export 
buying, largely due to the holidays 
but corn quotations were close to the 
lowest level of the season. 

A hardening of call money rates was 
regarded as entirely seasonal, and due 
to heavy demand for funds at the 
year’s end. 


Money to Remain Easy. 


Apprehensions of a general stiffening 
of the time money charges early this 
year were abandoned when it was 
pointed out that the huge supply of 
gold held on deposit here could be 
reduced by perhaps a billion dollars 
without a serious drain on the credit 
reservoir. Gold shipments continued 
during the week, consignments going to 
France, Holland and Latin America 
The recent flow to Canada, however, 
was reversed, about $3,500,000 coming 
back to this market with the lowering 
of Canadian exchange to.a discount. 

Bank clearings in the abbreviated 
week were about 28 per cent below the 
figures for the week before, but a shade 
above the corresponding period of the 
preceding year.

AUSTRIAN LOAN RUMOR 


HEARD IN BOND MARKET | 


New York, Jan. 1 (A.P.).—The bond 
market was a quiet affair in the last 
week of 1927. Sandwiched in between 
two holidays, none of the sessions de- 
veloped any points ot outstanding in- 
terest, and mew offerings apparently 
consisted of a few moderately small 
issues brought into the market in a 
final “mopping up.” 

Prospects for new loans in 1928 were 
somewhat hazy as the old year ended 
Rumors were about that an Austrian 
bond .igssue was in the making, and the 
German loan bee contiues to buzz 
faintly. Beliet that France would take 
quick action to stabilize the franc led 
to some discussion of a possible bank 
credit, similar to that recently secured 
by Italy. but the fact that the Paris 
government has not funded its war 
debt was a complicating factor. Huge 
foreign exchange reserves and gold de- 
posits held by the Bank of France were 
regarded in some well-informed quar- 
ters as being great enough to render a 
protective credit unnecessary. 

The expectation of an early revalua- 
tion of the franc was given tentative 
support by the reduction of the dis- 
count rate of the Bank of France from 
5 to 4 per cent, and by the shipment of 
$10,000,000 gold from New York, con- 
signed to the French Central Bank. 


Other gold shipments were expected to 
follow.

PREDICTS LARGE INCREASE 


Playground activities in 19237 broke 
ail records of the.Munigipal Playground 
Department, according to Mrs. Suasle 
Root Riodes, supervisor of playgrounds, 
whose chart for the year shows 38.208 
children competed for iniividual and 
team championships under playground 
auspices. 

Plavground directors were busiest In 
July and -August, the chart reveals 
During the midsummer season more 
than 20,000 boys and girls competed 
in track, tennis and swimming con- 
tests. Virtually cvery game known to 
American juveniles was played by the 
thousands of others who frequented the 


piaygrounds. 

Boys making use of playground 
facilities more than tripled the num- 
ber of girls. Of those competing for 
individual and team championships 
9,188 were girls and 29,110 boys. 

The girls played their part in do- 
mestic activities on the grounds, how- 
ever, according to Mrs. Rhodes. An 
hour was devoted to sewing, weaving 
or knitting each day. Dresses, baskets. 
Sweaters, washbags, towels and other 
articles were made in classes supervised 
by directors. , 

Despite the accomplishments, how- 
ever, Mrs. Rhodes predicts that the 
1926 program will overshadow that 
just terminated. A feature of this 
will be an extensive campaign in 
swimming instruction. An effort will 
be made to make swimmers out of all 
children who report. 

An examination of Mrs. Rhodes’ 
chart also reveals that 4,468 boys and 
girls togk part in baseball. schiag 
and dodgeball contests on municipal! 
grounds during the months of March, 
April and May. During May, 2,460 
took part in track activities. 

A dotal of 18,090 engaged in inter- 
playground tennis and_ intraplay- 
ground track during July and August, 
15,000 of whpm were boys.
